List Friday night waa County 
Court night at thp Klwanls Club 
luncheon. Cornmlwloner* William*, 
McNael and Hudeon and Proeecutlng 
Attorney Allan P Kdgar were prea- 
ent and told something of the duties 
Involved In planning for and carrying 
on'th* business of the County of Po¬ 
cahontas 

County Agent Willey Introduced 
the members of the Court. lie spoke 
of the difference of our County Courts 
and the Town meetings back In his 
native New England. There once a 
year several hundred of the tax pay¬ 
ers hold a public meeting to give the 
•elect men a plan for the year's work. 
Here we elect the oourt and let them 
do the planning and carrying out too. 
He epoke of the high type of cltlzen- 
•hlp which had characterized our 
. courts since he had been a citizen of 
this county. 

J. Lanty McNeel, the president of 
the odhrt, was Introduced, ne paid 
his respects to the assembly and then 
referred to his colleague, Kd H. 
Williams as the spokesman for the 
oourt. Mr. William* said that the 
main thing that was expected of the 
county court wae to keep taxes down 
to a minimum and keep roads and 
everything else up to the highest 
state of repair and efficiency. In the 
past few years much road had been 
taken over by the State and this In 
^ time would mean more money for the 
m class B roads of the county, but at 
the present so much money was re¬ 
quired to pay for the rights of way 
for the State roads, that there was 
little or no money for real road work. 
Complaint had been made that the 
ft Oourt wae paying' too much for these 
rights of way, but It must be taken 
Into consideration that no less than 
74 miles of right of way has been 
bought, much of It through farms, 
requiring fencing on both sides. The 
average cost of a mile of fence Is 
•320, and that about 150 miles of 
fence Is no small Item. The new jail 
building was discussed. Three years 
ago 5 cents, last year 8c arid this year 
10 cents was levied to erect this 
much needed building. It has been 
found that this amount of money 
will not give us exactly what we 
ought to have, but It Is hoped that 
there may be a surplus In the county 
fund which can be used to supple¬ 
ment the Jail building fund. As to 
the district road funds, these are 
about enough to clear out the side 
ditches and culverts. The Court has 
now a systematic plan of erecting 
suitable buildings in various parts of 
the county to house and protect 
necessary road machinery. 

As to State roads, the past few 
years has seen paper roads become 
actual highways, with the exception 
of a few miles In Huntersville Dis¬ 
trict, eight miles In Edray and twelve 
miles In Greenbank. The thing of 
first Importance now Is for everyono, 
especially organizations like the 
Klwanls, to get squarely behind the 
County Court, and bring all possible 
pressure to Dear on the powers that 
be to put hard surface on the roads 
that have been graded.. 

Agent Willey Introduced Mr. 
Hudson Is from the District that did 
things In the way of schools »nd roads; 
that Greenbank has made greater 
strides in’ education and road work 
since he came to Pocahontas than 
any of the other districts. Mr Hud¬ 
son had gotten out of a sick bed to 
be at the meeting. Rheumatism has 
had him In the neck and feet, but his 
head was clear. He admitted that 
when old Greenbank needed thlnga In 
the way of roads and schools she got 
them, and was willing to pay the 
price; that his people knew that 
public Improvements cost money, and 
there was little grumbling where 
pecple realized they were getting the 
value of thrlr money. Mr. Hudson 
^Appreciated the spirit of the meet¬ 
ing. and felt that the lot of the mem 
bers of the county court Is easier 
; f where people have an Intelligent 
comprehension oX the problems which 


dally confront tbe court 

Allen P. Edgar, the Proeecutlng 
Attorney, got Introdeced as thg Dis¬ 
trict Attorney. bye native son who 
choee West Virginia aa hls*blrth 
place a little late In life. Mr. Edgar 
made one of those cFear, concldt, In¬ 
teresting speeches that he Is noted 
for. He asked a sympathetic con¬ 
sideration of the oourt and of Its 
labors. Here are our best men giv¬ 
ing their time and attention to a 
patriotic work at the pitiful wage of 
two dollars a day. Muoh of the com 
plaint and criticism showered upon 
the oourt Is without reason. Take 
for Instance the rights of way for the 
State Road. The Road commission 
•ays where the road la to go, and the 
court has no choice In the matter 
other than to make good a bar¬ 
gain with the land owner aa la possi¬ 
ble under the circumstances Each 
year the court expends ibout •150,- 
000 of the people's money, but tbe 
greater part of It goes to meet 
chargee fixed against the county by 
acts of the legislature, end It Is Im¬ 
possible for the court to exercise Its 
Judgment in the matter. The lew 
says for the oourt to pay certain 
amounts for ’ certain things, and do 
It and pay It they must. It la hardly 
fair to put them In this position of 
ministration, and be blamed for 
things the law of the land requlrea 
In the seven years Mr. Elgar has 
been commonwealth’s attorney he 
has learned to know and appreciate 
the work and personnel of the court. 
He said he had seen the court con 
elder Increasing the levy a cent long¬ 
er than (t took other levying bodies 
to Joyously lay a twenty cent tax In 
the matter of the apportionment of 
the State Road money, It has been 
through the effofte and Influence of 
our county court that Pocxhontas 
• fared so much better than any 
other county you can nimtf. Green- 
briar has her Midland Trail, but not 
a foot of State road this aide of Max- 
welton; Randolph has her road from 
Elkins toward Phlllippir.and one to 
ward Webster Springs, but nothing 
has been done this side of Beverly 
The County Court has been Instru¬ 
mental In adding to what would 
naturally come go us until now we 
have a road being graded through 
the county from the Greenbrier to 
the Randolph county line; from the 
county seat to Greenbank District, 
and from the Randolph county line 
on the Staunton Sc Parkersburg Pike 
to Bartow. It now looks like that 
the next thing we will have to do Is 
to bring pressure to bear on the state 
commission to build In adjoining 
counties so we will have some road 
connections with other parts of the 
State. 

Mr. Edgar called attention to the 
advanced step our Court has taken In 
the care of our poor. few years 
ago we had the poor farm, with all 
that term Implies Now we have a 
county Infirmary that has been pro¬ 
nounced by the Public service con/ 
mission as the best Infirmary In the 
State. Not only that, but our poor 
are Delng cared for ^ less expense to 
the tax payer than at the old poor 
farm. Naturally moot of our poor 
are sick. Indigent folk who had to be 
cared for at placet other than the 
poor farm. At the Infirmary all are 
well cared for, sick or well, and the 
expense Is considerably iess. 

Andrew Price brought out the fact 
and called the court's attention to It, 
that the last session of the legisla¬ 
ture set aside the sum of one million 
dollars for the upkeep of State roads. 
There are now approximately one 
thousand miles of these roads, and 
ten percent of this mileage Is In 
Pocahontas. Tills money “Wttl 
soon be available, and we must use 
due diligence In getting our share 
applied to the graded and yet unsur¬ 
faced highways 

On Friday, December 4, the Hin¬ 
ton Klwanlans will bring the flag 
back to Marlinton. The luncheon 
will be at noon on that day. 

Next Friday night will be the an¬ 
nual election of officers. Two tickets 
have been put In nomination.
